DOG CLEAN

lare county health department 
has started its program to clean 
up stray dogs, announces George 
Cox, the department's director of 
sanitation. 

The campaign will start in the 
Porterville area then radiate 
outward. Three men have been 
added to the force which will 
ask homeowners and ranchers if 
they have an unlicensed dog. If 
so, they will warn owners to 
have their pet vaccinated and 
licensed otherwise they run the 
risk of impoundment. 

The program is aimed at the 
control of rabies and control of 
predator dogs harassing live- 
stock and poultry. Last year 
over 5,600 stray dogs were im- 
pounded.

TAKES OVER 
POPLAR DITCH 


PORTERVILLE, Feb. 16 — An 
agreement that has been under 
discussion for many months was 
consumated this week when the 
Lower Tule Irrigation district took 
over operation, maintainance and 
administration of the Poplar 
Ditch company. 

Basic terms of the agreement 
are that the Lower Tule Irriga- 
tion district will maintain the 
Poplar ditch; that it will protect 
the ditch’s water rights and that 
each share holder in the. ditch 
will receive annually 55 acre 
feet of water without charge. 

In low rainfall years, * when 
water supply is short, distribu- 
tion will be on a_ percentage 
basis, and deficits will acecumu- 
late to 
available. 

Present plan is to store Pio- 
neer water, and other water that 
the Lower Tule may acquire, 
back of Success dam; the district 
expects to contract for 50,000 
acre feet of storage space, more 
or less.

FEBRUARY 16, 1861 
ATTACK ON THE OVERLAND 


STAGE BY INDIANS — The Ov- 
erland stage at Apache Pass, 230 
miles from Tuscon, was attacked 
by the Apache Indians the eve- 
ning of February 5th. The ost- 
ler was killed and the station- 
keeper wounded. 

The eastern bound stage left 
Tuscon on the same évening with 
eight passengers. When about 
two miles from Apache station 
they were fired upon by a large 
body of Indians. The night be- 
ing very dark, only one man, 
the driver of the stage, was shot 
and one mule was killed. After 
cutting out the mule, they start- 
ed toward the station and got 
there at one o’clock Thursday 
morning. 

The stage from the east had 
arrived ahead of time, after 
which it was found that the 
road had been obstructed in a

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narrow canyon with a quantity 
of hay, placed there by the In- 
dians to be fired when the stage 
came along. The stage was 
saved by getting along ahead of 
time. 

The next day the Indians came 
around the stage in large num- 
bers and hoisted a white flag. 
Chas. W. Culver the station keep- 
er and his assistant, Mr. Welch, 
with F. Wallace, presuming too 
much on their friendly relations 
with the Indians, went among 
them, when the Indians attempt- 
ed to seize them. 

They succeeded in taking Wal- 
lace; Culver, after fighting his 
way out, made his escape, al- 
though severely wounded. Welch 
escaped and got as far as the 
corral of the station, when he 
was shot dead. 

The next day the Indians left, 
taking Wallace with his arms 
bound behind him and a rope 
around his neck. A brother of 
the wounded man, and conduc- 
tor on the eastern stage, rode an 
express to Tuscon and reported 
the state of affairs. He rode the 
250 miles in 24 hours, changing 
horses at every station. A short 
distance this side of the station 
he found the remains of a wagon 
train and the bodies of eight men

IT WON’T last long this sea- 
son — but right now the Sierra 
foothills are taking on. their 
spring color as grass grows 
green and wildflowers paint 
their varied colors on the slopes 
of the hills. 

GENERAL FREMONT and Kit 
Carson saw these hills, and the 
valley, in its spring beauty 117 
years aso, and today a drive by 
car through the foothills gives 
one an idea of what these fron- 
tiersmen found as they rode 
through the valley on their 
early-day exploration trip. 

IN HIS diary, Gen. Fremont 
recalled that ‘“‘elk were running 
in bands over the prairie and in 
the skirts of timber ... The 
prairies are alive with immense 
droves of wild horses ... We 
saw wolves frequently, prowling 
about after the young antelope, 
which cannot run very fast... 
To the east the Sierra mountains 
its snowy height, and masses of 
snow appear to descend very low 
toward the plains.’’ 

AND GENERAL Fremont tells 
of the great oak groves, the wild- 
flowers, the tall tules in the riv- 
er swamps, and the abundance 
of grass in the valley. And he 
describes a ‘‘scene of beauty’. 

INTERESTING IS the gen- 
eral’s description of his explora- 
tion party. “Our cavalcade made 
a strange and grotesque appear- 
ance... guided by a civilized 
Indian, attended by two wild 
ones from the Sierra. a Chinook 
from the Columbia, and our mix- 
ture of American, French and 
German, all armed, four or five 
languages heard at once, about 
a hundred horses and mules, half 
wild; American, Spanish and 
Indian dresses and equipment 
mingled, such was our composi- 
tion. Our march was a sort of 
procession. Scouts ahead and on 
the flanks; a front and rear di- 
vision; the pack animals, bag- 
gage and horned cattle in the 
centre; the whole stretching a 
quarter of a mile along our path. 
In this form we journeyed, look- 
ing more as if we belonged to 
Asia than to the United States of 
America.” 

IN THIS spring of 196T the 
valley, of course, is no longer as 
General Fremont and Kit Carson 
saw it, yet an idea of the natural 
beauty that impressed them can 
be seen simply for the looking.

valley; let your imagination 
wander a bit, and we predict 
you'll find relaxation and beau- 
ty right in our own back yard 
that perhaps you have over- 
looked because it is so close and 
so easy to see and appreciate.

A new twist in budgeting has 
greatly increased the importance 
of our legislative review of the 
budget bill, according to our 
Legislative Analyst. His 1000- 
odd page report on his review of 
the proposed expenditure pro- 
gram recently hit our desks, and 
will be required reading for all 
of us during the coming weeks. 

Under the new system, fixed 


amounts were allocated to the 
various state agencies, and they 
were given greater freedom in 
making their own decisions as 
to how to use the money. The 
Analyst, in discussing the new 
procedure, points out that it 
weakens the former tight review 
system of the department of fi- 
nance, and limits the informa- 
tion he and his staff con obtain 
from the agencies, thus leaving 
many questions to be answered 
in our committee hearings on the 
budget. He also calls our atten- 
tion to the fact that the system 
may cause some units to defer 
necessary expenditures to the fu- 
ture, and may permit initiation 
of small new programs which 
can be expected to expand rapid- 
ly. Using the current. year al- 
location as a base for the next 
fiscal year can lead to either un- 
der or over budgeting in some 
instances, he comments. 

One of his remarks is well 
worth quoting: ‘The procedure 
in some instances tends to lead 
to a shift to chiefs rather than 
Indians. This budget reflects a

While the budget request to- 
tals $2,492,364,068, down about 
$146 million below the total ap- 
proved for the current year, the 
Analyst warns that the reduc- 
tion is deceptive, since most of 
it stems from a purely paper cut 
in highway funds. He also calls 
cur attention to the fact that 
the general fund picture is dis- 
torted since most capital expend- 
itures will be made from bond 
funds, so the $123.7 million re- 


duction in the general fund real-. 


ly turns out to be an actual cut 
in capital outlay of only $13.8 
million. 

A rather gloomy picture for 
the future of the general fund 
is painted in the report. Since 
taxes were increased in 1959, 
revenues have jumped $189 mil- 
lion, but are still some $40 mil- 
lion below expenditures in the 
same period. On the basis of this 
fact, plus the proposed drain on 
bond funds, the Analyst indicates 
the possibility of a deficit of 
some $92 million at the end of 
fiscal 1962-63. 

Under our rules, it is the duty 
of our joint legislative budget 
committee to make recommenda- 
tions as to the state budget, 
“with a view of reducing the 
cost of the state government, 
and sqcuring greater efficiency 
and economy.” So, naturally, 
the report recommends some 
trimming in the proposed spend- 
ing — almost $68 million. Cap- 
ital outlay would be cut $56.7 
million, general government $9.9 
million, and local assistance $1.3 
million of the recommendations 
are followed.

This is the harvest sea- 
son in the Nursery and a 
time when we hardly know 
whether to advertise we have 
it, we had it, or it’s coming 
soon. ''We have it'’, is what 
we like best to say of course 
and we hope you'll come a- 
round while it's still avail- 
able. However you'll have 
to hurry for gladiolus, can- 
nas, calla lilies, and bare 
root plants. Warm weather is 
forcing these along. 

If you have all your 
spring jobs done and are 
seeking color in a hurry try 
some of these plants: Bar- 
bara daisy which grows a- 
bout three feet wide and e- 
qually high with messes of 
lavendar flowers, the var- 
ious Marguerites with a 
choice of pink, white, or 
yellow, maybe even peren- 
nial phlox which comes in 


ten colors, blooms well, and 
retums full strength year 
after year. 


Of course it’s even pos- 
sible to decorate the garden 
with vegetables which are 
useful besides being pretty. 
Red Swiss chard, carrots, 
lettuce, tomatoes, aspara- 
gus, peppers, and any other 
of your favorites will do well 
planted in the flower borders. 
Give them a sunny spot with 
reasonable watering ond 
you'll be able to eat as you 
garden. 

In case the insects also 
eat your gardening it’s time 
for slug and snail bait to be 
dusted around on the moist 
soil. It is also time to fer- 
tilize so the plants can out 
grow the insects.
